Mayoral Race 


The decision to endorse a candidate is always a 
difficult one for a newspaper. “The job of a 
newspaper is to report the facts and nothing more,”’ 
one may argue, and therefore conclude that it is best 
to endorse no one. But while this position is 
comfortable, it is also wrong. The role of the press has 
traditionally been to evoke commentary, to lead in 
discussion, and to make people think. If we are to 
continue this tradition and ensure a free press, 
newspapers must remain unafraid, as well as 
unbiased. They must take a stand. 

With this thought in mind, the editors of the 
FULCRUM turn their attention to the Binghamton 
mayoral race. One must admit that Joyce Smith’s 
idea: mini-buses running to and from the business 
district, etc., sound good—but one question lingers: 
Where does the money come from? Mayor Alfred 
Libous, despite his hazy stand on political morality 
(every contribution can be interperted as conflict of 
interest), talks dollars and cents. He has sustained 
and in some cases improved Binghamtons services 
while holding taxes down, something that state and 
federal agencies could learn from. Indeed, the 
mayor’s fiscal policies have proved progressive (i.e., 
his property tax thesis) despite the conservative 
image that local republicans have fostered. And in 
‘answering Mrs. Smith’s charges of corruption, one 
can only ask, what about your acceptance of Gerald 
Burnside’s ‘aid’, Mrs. Smith? Consciously or 
unconsciously, this must be a large fact-or in any 
future labor negotiations under a Democratic 
administration. 

Therefore, the editorial staff of the FULCRUM 
hereby endorses for mayor of Binghamton the 
incumbent mayor, Alfred J. Libous - a man whose 
fiscal sense far outweighs any other faults. 


New Outlook

counselor concept. 

We do encourage students to talk with our 
counselors if they have problems in their academic 
programs but we will not call adults in on the carpet 
to discuss their absenting themselves from class.” 

This attitude is one that has taken a long time 
coming to this campus, and we think that Reddig 
deserves the highest commendation for establishing 
this policy toward campus affairs. The fresh new 
outlook exhibited in this memorandum typifies the 
find of spirit that we think we can look forward to 
from all of our vice presidents. We take this 
opportunity to welcome them aboard and wish them 
the best of luck in their endeavors.

Watergate 
Course Offered 


Buffalo, NY (CPS)—An 
experimental course entitled 
“Perspectives on Watergate’’ is 
being offered by the Political 
Science department at the State 
University of New York, (SUNY) 
Buffalo, this term. 

The course has been limited to 
200 students and deals with the 
topics of protection of national 
security, past Congressional 
investigations and Presidential 
scandals, as well as aspects of 
the current scandal. It is being 
taught by 15 faculty members in 
political science, history, law and 
philosophy.

consultative processes in policy 
decisions. 

FULCRUM recently 
interviewed Administration Vice 
President William Thaler. 
Thaler’s background points out 
the fact that he is- eminently 
qualified for his post. He has 


served as assistant to the 


president for administrative 
services at the New School for 
Social Research, and as a 
professional consultant on 
numerous major educational 
studies. Thaler worked at four 
colleges before coming to 
Broome. He was_ business 
manager at both Pratt Institute 
and Hunter College, associate 
treasurer at the University of 
Massachusetts, and director of 
personel at New York University. 
The following article 
summarizes Thaler’s position on 
several key issues facing him in 
the coming year. 

Basically, as Thaler describes 
it, the job of administrative vice 
president entails support for the 
academic program. Such things 
are the computer center, building 
and grounds maintenance, 
campus security, and of course, 
financial decision making come 
under his jurisdiction. 

Thaler, in speaking of his views 
on financial policy, emphasized 
the fact that budget dicisions are 
a cooperative venture involving 
all three vice presidents. Thaler 
briefly outlined his ideas of how 
such decisions should be made. 
He stated the belief that financial 
ideas should come from the 
“grass roots’’ up - that is, each 
particular level (student, 
individual academic programs, 
academic divisions, etc.) should 
be responsible for making most 
of their own decisions as to how 
money should be spent. In effect, 
these people, who are in best 
position to know what is vital, 
will “guide their own destinies” 
in financial matters. Then, these 
separate ideas would be 
evaluated and coordinated by the 
three . vice-presidents, who in 
turn, must sell them to the 
president. In these terms, Thaler 
saw his job, overall, as “creating 
a smoother flow”’ of ideas, and of 
helping establish better relations 
between departments: 

Although the new vice 

president felt that he had not 
been associated with BCC long 
enough to evaluate its overall 
program, he did comment 
favorably on the people he has 
met at Broome. Thaler was 


pleased with their ability to 
accept new ideas and concepts, 
and. was especially impressed 
with the attitude of student 
leaders he has met, saying that 
their feeling for the institution, 
for fellow students, and their 
acknowledgement of _ their 
responsibilities were excellent. 
Finally, Thaler admitted that he 
will make mistakes in his new 
position, and welcomed 
suggestions and commentary, as 
part of the learning experience 
that follows one throughout the 
course of a lifetime. 


Dr. Gary Reddig has been 
Named Vice President for 
Student Affairs. Dr. Reddig, a 
native of Ephrata, Pennsylvania, 
comes to Broome Community 
College from Essex Community 
College in Baltimore, Maryland 
where he has been Director of 
Counseling Services since 1971. 

Previously he served as 
research assistant and head 
resident advisor at Indiana 
University where he completed 
requirements for Ed. D. in higher 
education administration. 

Reddig has also served as a 
high school science teacher, 
guidance counselor, and director 
of guidance: for Pequea Valley 
School District in Pennsylvania. 

“I am happy Dr. Reddig will be 
joining our staff. His experience 
and enthusiasm will bring a new 
dimension to our Student 
Personnel area,”’ stated 
President Sigmund Smith.

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SIGNS OF THE END TIMES 


For many years there have 
been small groups of people who 
proclaimed that the world was 
coming to an end, and usually 
they claimed to know exactly 
when it was going to occur. But 
as you well know, their 
predictions have proven false. 

But in recent years, there has 
been an increasing belief among 
Christians that the second 
coming of Jesus Christ is near, 
along with the major prophetic 
events which are to precede it. 
Several Christian scholars and 
authors have. writen books 
describing these future events. 
They have differences of opinion 
on the small points of prophecy 
interpretation, but they all 
generally agree that the second 
coming is near and could very 
well occur during this present 
generation’s life-span. Two of the 
more well known books written 
on this subject are ‘The late 
Great Planet Earth’ (by Hal 
Lindsey) and ‘666’ (by Salem 
Kirban). Through my own 
observation I have noticed that 
for the most part there are not 
major contradictions, between 
different accounts of these 
events. It was spoken of in the 
Scriptures that in the End Times, 
many Christian scholars would 
be enlightened by the Holy Spirit 
as to the interpretations of the 
prophecies whose meanings were 
previously hidden. These future 
prophecies are to be found in 
such books as Isaiah, Ezekiel, 
Daniel, and Reveiation. 

These signs were spoken of in 
the Bible, by both Jesus and the 
prophets. They can be broken 
down into two groups; recurring 
signs and signs that occur only 
once. The recurring signs were 
spoken of by Jesus in Mark 13:6- 
8, which were, wars and rumors 
of wars, earthquakes, nation 


against nation, famine,. etc. - 


These have been occurring for 
years, but now they have reached 


intensity. 

The signs that can occur only 
once are the real indication of the 
nearness of the second coming. 

The first and also the central 
key that points to the inevitable 
second coming is Israel. There 
are four general signs that are 
connected with Israel; 1. The 
scattered Jewish people would 
unite and become an independent 
nation (May 1948). 2. The Jews 
would regain possession of 
Jerusalem (1967 6-day War). 3. 
The Arab nations would unite and 
attack Israel and eventually 
Magog (Russia) would attack 
from the north (1973 Mid-East 
War: Ezekiel 38). 4. Israel would 
rebuild its temple in Jerusalem, 
at the site of where the Mosque of 
Omar now stands. (Israel has 
recently unearthed the detailed 
plans for the cutting of the 
blocks, which were used in the 
building of the Temple.) In 
general reference to Israel, Jesus 


said to his apostles in a parable 


(Mark 13:28-29 LB) ‘Now learna 
parable of the fig tree; When her 
branch is. yet tender, and putteth 
forth leaves ye know that 
summer is near: So ye in like 
manner: When ye shall see these 
things come to pass, know that it 
is nigh, even at the doors.”” What 
Jesus meant in effect was that 
when Israel (the fig tree) would 
become an independent nation 
(when her branch is yet tender, 
and putteth forth leaves) his 
second ~coming would be 
imminent. (summer is near) 
The second major sign is the 
emergence of a newly revived 
Roman Empire (of sorts) 
comprised of 12 nations which is 
described in the books of Daniel 
and Revelation. It’s epicted as a 
beast with 10 horns, which 
Christian scholars all interpret 
as being a ten nation confederacy 
made up of countries which once 
formed the ancient Roman 
Empire. Only one organization 
comes close to this description; 
the European Common Market

In a time of government 
scandals, wars, court battles and 
political races, it is unwise to 
forget the plight of the thousands 
of Americans slammed in the 
dark and disgusting dungeons 
that we call prisons. How quickly 
we forget that, a little more than 
a year ago, 43 persons were killed 
in the Attica Prison riot. This one 
example showed us __ the 
deplorable situations that exist in 
prisons across the country. But 
what actions were taken as a 
result of the Attica riot? The 
phrase ‘‘prison reform’’ was 
thrown around for» awhile 
immediately following the revolt, 
but most likely got prisoners no 
more than one extra bar of soap 
per month. This leads to the 
conclusion that drastic, sweeping 
changes must be made in the U.S. 
prison system as we know it 
today. : 

A ~- simple, laboratory 
experiment with white rats will 
show that keeping rats isolated, 
in a dark, confined area, with 
little food will cause them to 
become upset, even violent. Is it 
any wonder then, that the 
prisoners at Attica reacted the 
way they did? Prison conditions 
in America are something to be 
ashamed of, and anyone who 
denies this simply is avoiding the 
issue. + 

The concept of a prison should 
be changed from a place of 
detention to a _ place of 
rehabilitation. Along with this 
goes the fact that, except in self- 
defense, a man has no right to 
take the life of another man. 


Thus, death sentences would be 
eliminated from the courtroom. 
In fact, under the plan here 
advocated, sentencing as it exists 
today would be greatly altered, 
as would be the prisons 
themselves. 


If a man is convicted of a 
crime, he would be sentenced toa 
place of rehabilitation. The 
length of his stay would be 
determined by a panel of doctors 
and psychologists which would 
run each place of rehabilitation. 
When the convicted man enters, 
he will be tested by this panel, in 
order to determine the proper 
means of rehabilitation. The man 
would only be able to leave upon 
the unanimous agreement of the 
panel that his rehabilitation is 
complete. If itis felt that the man 
is never rehabilitated, he will not 
be released, which is equivalent 
to today’s life sentence. All the 
time the convicted man stays, he 
will bein dormitory type housing, 
with well-balanced meals, free 
passage of mail, regular visiting 
hours, and luxuries such as T.V. 
and radio. 


It has been estimated that a 
system such as this would cost no 
more than the system existing 
today. One reason is that it is 
doubted that this plan would see 
70 percent of those who complete 
it successfully return at a later 
date. This statistic does however, 
relate to the present system. The 
plan proposed above does not 
pretend to be perfect. Nothing 
man can do ever will be. But it 
certainly does seem much more 
suited to, our society, and is 
worthy of. usage.

Process Outlined 


In past issues, Fulcrum 
described the Basic Opportunity 
Grant program and how to apply 
for the grant. Students who did 
not read the article or have 
particular questions should 
contact the Student Financial Aid 
Office. 

When the student submits his 
“Application for Determination 
of Expected Family 
Contribution” to A.C.T. for 
processing, his family 
contribution is calculated and the 
student is sent a ‘‘Family 
Contribution Analysis Report.” 
This “FCAR”’ is the student’s 
official notification which he then 
takes to the Student Financial 
Aid Office for processing. The 
“FCAR’’ is a multi-purpose 
document which serves the 
following functions: 1. provides 


the student with the key elements — 


which were used in calculating 
the family contribution and to 
check for clerical errors; 2. and 
notifies the student if he is 
eligible for a grant. 

Student should immediately 
submit the ‘‘FCAR’’ to the 
Student Financial Aid Office if®

Box A is checked on the analysis 
sheet. (If Box B is checked, the 
student is ineligible; and if Box C 
is checked, the form was 
incomplete. Students who are 
eligible for the grant are 
encouraged to get the form 
notarized before submitting it to 
the Student Financial Aid Office 
to save time later on. 


It is extremely important to 
review the form for accuracy 
since once the form is computed, 


no corrections can be made. If~ 


you discover an error on the 
FCAR, students are asked to 
send the form back to Iowa witha 
letter of explanation. Unlike 
other programs, the Student 
Financial Aid Office can not 
change the analysis sheet if a 
mistake has occurred. 

The Student Financial Aid 
Office will then calculate the 
award and notify the student how 
much he will be eligible to 
receive. Students will then 
receive one third of their grant 
each term this year provided he 
— she remains as a full-time 
student.

Now that the U.S. has pulled 
out of Indochina, the millions of 
concerned’ citizens whose 
opposition to the war was a key 
factor in its final settlement can 
go back to speculating on food 
prices while quietly slipping out 
of public action-right? Wrong. 

No moral arguments for social 
action will be given here. Any 
thinking individual can come up 
with reasons to get involved. The 
question is, how? The answer, at 
least in part, rests with two 
nationally known organizations 
PAX, the Peace Action 
Exchange, and VIVA, Voices in 
Vital America. 

The proposition of PAX is, at 
first glance, startling — the 
creation of cabinet ievel 
Department of Peace. However 
the idea was first proposed in 
1793 by Dr. Benjamin Rush, one 
of the signers of the Declaration 
of Independence, and Benjamin 
Banneker, the distinguished 
black astronomer and 
mathematician. Currently two 
bills in the House ° of 
Representatives (Rep. Edward 
Roybal of California introduced 
bill number HR1096, and Rep. 
Spark Mantsunaga of Hawaii 
introduced bill HR4824) and one 
in the Senate (S1024, introduced 
by Senators Vance Hartke of 
Indiana and Jennings Randolph 
of West Virginia) aim to establish 
a Department of Peace. Such a 


department would develop and 
recommend appropriate plans 
.and policies designed to foster 
peace; it would coordinate the 
preservation and promotion of 
peace; and it would encourage 
the interchange of ideas between 
the U.S. and other countries; and 
between the federal government 
and private groups. 


VIVA has been involved in 
bringing attention to the plight of 
American P.O.W.’s and M.1.A.’s 
for years. Now, however, it has a 
special consideration: over 1300 
men listed either as “missing in 
action” or ‘‘assumed captured’ 
who have not yet been accounted 
for. Since the signing of the Paris 
agreement, only seven 
investigations into the M.I.A. 
problem have been launched in 
North Vietnam — hardly enough 
to account for the 1,100 plane 
crashes that occured during the 
war years. VIVA contends that 
these men must be accounted for’ 
or we will face a “bot on the 
national conscience.”’

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Radiologic Tech Students Dedicated

There are 25 students and three 
instructors on campus who make 
up Broome’s Radiologic 
Technology (X-Ray Tech) 
curriculum. The department is 
located in Room 9 of the library 
and in the basement of the 
science building (behind the 
boxes). 

If the enrollment of the 
curriculum seems surprisingly 
small, it’s because the program 
is very demanding. The students 
are in the classroom or lab 19-30 

. hours a week, with work on their 
own time filling up the rest of the 
week. Freshmen spend two days 


a week working in a hospital and 
three days a week on campus. 
The 11 seniors (half of the 
original number) spend three 
days a week in the hospital and 
two days on campus. They all 
rest over the summer by working 
in a hospital 40 hours a week — 
without pay. 

The cost to the students of the 
curriculum is $588 for tuition, 
$100 a year for fees and from $70 
to $220 for books and 
instructional materials. They 
must also provide their own 
transportation to the 2 and 3 days 
a week hospital work required by 
law. Starting pay comes to about 
$7500. 

After the students attain their 


diploma, they are eligible to take 
the New York State Health 
Department examination, which 
they must pass in order to attain 
their professional license. The 
majority of students find 
employment with hospitals or 
doctors and radiologists who 
maintain a private practice. 
Nancy Button, the head of the 
curriculum, gave the FULCRUM 
a tour through the X-ray 
laboratory in the science building 
cellar. The equipment there is 


surprisingly sophisticated for a ~ 


college campus lab. The reason 
for this is that a federal grant 
provides the curriculum with 
money enough to buy such 
equipment. Much of the students’ 
work involves the actual 
operating of this equipment, for 
the curriculum emphasizes 
experience. The program is 
accredited by the Council on 
Medical Education of The 
American Medical Association, 
the American College of 
Radiology and The American 
Society of Radiologic 
Technologists. 

The X-Ray Tech curriculum is 
a polar contradiction § to 
complaints that Broome has a 
lack of community atmosphere, 
Walking into a X-Ray Tech lab, it 
is hard to distinguish the students 
from the instructors. Everything 
is conducted on an impressively 
personal and dedicated level. 
While everyone is equally 
dedicated to their education and 
subsequent profession, the 
classes are conducted with an 
informality and yet articulation 
unequaled by any of the larger 
curriculums on campus. Students 
joke with Ms. Button as if they 
were old friends—which indeed 
they are: (1) because of the great 
demands and 


they have little social life and 
have a hard time feeling like a 
part of the campus, (2) Expenses 
are high and they have no time to 
earn money. Their summers are 
Spent — 40 hours every wéek 
working without pay in hospitals. 
Transportation to any of the area 
hospitals is not provided—they 
must find it themselves. (3) Also, 


as mentioned above, the 
hospitals requirements are 
extremely demanding — and

Many students on this campus 
probably can’t understand it. The 
students of this curriculum are 
perhaps the last of a rare breed 
— people who are dedicated to 
their work, and motivated by the 
love of it. For, as one student 
said, ‘“‘You have to be dedicated. 
Otherwise you wouldn’t be here.” 
Perhaps another motivation is 
the inspiration of an extremely 
competent curriculum head. You 
see, the students also asked us to

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QUESTION: For four years I have tried to think 
of a solution to this problem. One of my 
girlfriends has a most annoying habit of 
smacking her lips at meals.

The Doctor's Bag

ANSWER: From a physiologic point of view 
there is no pressing reason why one should eat 
three fixed meals a day. Some _ people 


contentedly consume the vast majority of their 


calories at one setting. In the animal world, 
species that hunt other animals typically 
consume food in massive amounts at irregular 
intervals for obvious reasons. These animals are 
often adapted toholda very large amount of food 
in their stomachs and to digest it over long 
periods of time. 

While I can assure you that your engorging 
behavior is unlikely to result in harm, I cannot 
give you an entirely satisfactory explanation 
about the sleepiness. There are theories 
regarding this ranging from decreased cerebral 
circulation due to pooling of blood in the 
gastrointestinal tract, to secretion of sleep 
inducing substances by the lining of the gut. 
There are fallacies in all the theories. My only 
suggestion would be to try making the one large 
a day your supper meal, which you can follow by 
a brief nap which would not interfere with 
classes. 


QUESTION: Perhaps its too late to worry about 
this problem now, but nevertheless we do need 
advice. My husband and I would like another 
child (we have a four year old boy) but now we 
are worried about the consequences of some of 
our actions. 

In the last two years I have taken about twenty 

hits of mescaline or acid and my husband has 
taken two or three times this amount. We want to 
be sure that there has not been chromosome 
damage and, if the amount of drugs taken is 
significant, is there a way for us to be tested to 
see if we have been affected? 
ANSWER: All the fussing about chromosome 
damage from psychotogenic drugs such as 
mescaline and LSD have not proven to be of 
clinical significance. Chromosome damage 
occurs with everything from aspirin to a host of 
commonly used medications, but most of this 
can be demonstrated only in test tubes and the 
significance to reproduction is not understood. 
Sperm and ova are sufficiently sensitive, so if 
there is any serious damage to their 
chromosomal content, the fetus cannot develop 
at all. The problems rest with minor chromosal 
abnormalities and these have not been shown to 
exist in the situation you inquire about. There is 
no need to be checked as the drugs should not 
have affected your chances of producing a 
normal child. 

The main hazard you have exposed yourself to 
is being poisoned in one form or another, or 
developing a severe psychosis which would have 
had tragic results if you would have been unable 
to care for your four year old child. Moderate use 
of marijuana remains a relatively insignificant 
activity, but repeated use of psychotogenic 
drugs seem to have a number of associated 
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problems making their use incompatible with 
adequately caring for children. No drugs should 
be used during pregnancy unless absolutely 
necessary and prescribed by physician. 


QUESTIONS: This term I am taking a course in 
human sexuality and we were told how the 
woman during intercourse could achieve orgasm 
multiple times. My problem has been the 
opposite of this. Ever since finding this out I 
have felt very inadequate. During intercourse 
my boyfriend is able to achieve more than one 
orgasm where I am only able to achieve one. I 
am satisfied and fulfilled after having 
intercourse but can’t help but feel that I should 
be able to have more than just one orgasm. 
What's wrong with me? 
ANSWER: Absolutely nothing is wrong with you. 
Since it became more widely known that some 
women are capable of having multiple orgasms, 
“‘problems’’ such as the one you describe have 
also surfaced. Multiple orgasms in a woman is 
primarily of physiological significance in that it 
points to a: biological difference in terms of 
sexual response between males and females of 
the human species. It is impossible, and in my 
estimation, ludicrous to place a qualitative 
judgment on this capacity. Especially, when you 
indicate that you are satisfied and fulfilled after 
having intercourse. 

I have spoken with women who have the 
capacity for multiple orgasms who still prefer a 


single. orgasm and find that more satisfying. . 


Many women, particularly as they get older and 
have more sexual experience, can develop a 
capacity for more than a single orgasm in one 
sexual encounter. Also, women not infrequently 
experience more than one climax when 
masturbating since they have greater control 
over sexual stimulation. Again, this appears to 
be of greater academic interest then of practical 
significance. 

In regard to your boyfriend’s capacity for 
more than one orgasm, this is primarily related 
to being young and this ability tends to wane in 
the mid-twenties until the lapse between 
successive ejaculations lengthens to the point 
where they can no longer be considered multiple.

Stories Score With ‘Louie’

October 28, the Social 
Activities Committee will 
present for the Fall Weekend 
Concert the group Stories. Even 
though a lot of people have not 
heard too much about the group, 
they seem to be quite popular. 
Here is a short history of the 
group. 

Stories’ first hit came out in 
the early part of 1972, and it was 
called, ‘I’m Comin Home’’. In the 
first part of 1972 they also 
released their first album, called, 
“Stories”, which sounded like 
Paul McCartney and the Beatles. 
In the middle of that year, they 
released another album called, 
“About Us”. ‘About Us’ did not 
contain ‘‘Brother Louie’. 

“Brother Louie’’ was done by a 
group in England called Hot 


Chocolate, and it was a big hit. 
Michael Brown (who is no longer 
with Stories), and Ian Lloyd, 
their lead singer heard the song 
and wanted to record it. They 
recorded ita little differently and 
Buddah Records released it 
before the version by Hot 
Chocolate hit the U.S. ‘‘Brother 
Louie’’ was an instant hit, 
becoming number one in the 
states, and selling over 2 million 
copies. 

Stories then decided to repress 
the ‘“‘About Us” album, putting 
“Brother Louie’ on it. At this 
writing, ‘‘About Us” is still one of 
the top 30 albums in the U.S. 

Stories’ new single, “Mammy 
Blue” is already a hit. “Mammy 
Blue” has been recorded a 
number of times in the past 
years, but, this time it has the 
“Brother Louie’ arrangement. 
Stories are more musically 


diversified than “‘Brother Louie”’ 
and ‘“‘Mammy Blue’’ would 
indicate. Their albums portray a 
good blend of hard rock and mid 
60’s tight harmonies that are 
mostly associated with The 
Beatles.

Mayoral Pandates Speak ~ 


~ Libous

Binghamton Mayor Alfred J. 
Libous stood on his record of 
reducing taxes while maintaining 
and in some cases improving city 
services, in an interview with the 
FULCRUM. The mayor also 
repeated his denial of charges of 
corruption and waste. | 

Mayor Libous denied that 
Binghamton was headed for 
bankruptcy. Indeed, Binghamton 
was in the best financial position 
it had been in for years, he 
asserted. The reason: ‘‘planned 
economies.’”’ Quoting from a 
recent speech delivered by 
Mayor Libous: ‘‘When we took 
office, the city had an operating 
deficit: Today, that operating 
deficit has been eliminated. In 
the first six months (of 1973)...the 
total welfare cost for Broome 
County is $927,000 less than 
anticipated. That proves our 
contention that economies could 
be realized... We are far better 
off than we were three years ago 
from the standpoint of 
finances...”’ 

The mayor also spoke at length 
on his theories of taxation. “It is 
not always necessary to give 100 
percent tax abatement...in order 
to entice or encourage private 
developers to come into a 


community...’ he stated, giving 
as an example the recent senior 
citizens housing project, which 
will bring approximately $30,000 
revenue into the city under the 
Libous plan but formerly would 
have been tax exempt. Libous 


pointed out the fact that in 1973 
there will be a drop in property 
tax assissments for the first time 
in a number of years. In response 
to a question ' raised 
interview with his Democratic 
opponent, Joyce Smith—namely, 
that lowering taxes now will 
cause a future drop in revenue 
sharing funds-Mayor Libous 
denied that this would be the 
case, explaining that revenue 
sharing funds were not used to 
lower taxes, but merely as an 
additional source of income. 
Projected revenue sharing funds 
for Binghamton for next year are 
about the same as this year, he 
stated. 

Libous refuted allegations that 
Binghamton has had any racial 
troubles. He said that the Isbell 
Street incident was just that-an 
incident, not representative of 
any “massive problem’’. Mr. 
Libous felt that demands made 
by so-called ‘leaders’ of the 
black community were 
irresponsible, and said he 
“‘wouldn’t give you the powder to 
blow ’em back”’ for several of 
those leaders. 

The mayor also contended that 
Binghamton’s services were at 
their best level under his 
administration.’ He pointed out 
that he had initiated the largest 
street and bridge repair program 
in city history. Again quoting 
from a recent speech: ‘‘At the 
same time-and still operating 
within the budget-we have 
instituted the most intensive 
program of street recon- 
struction....in the city’s history.

Fortune Society 
a Better Way?

The convocation which was 
held Wednesday, October 17, was 
viewed by many who attended as 
a most interesting and stirring 
presentation, possibly the best 
convocation that has ever been 
presented at BCC. The speakers 
were Jeanette Spencer and Ken 
Jackson, both ex-convicts and 
members of the Fortune Society, 
a prison reform group which 
seeks to assist ex-cons in 
readjusting to society after 
leaving prison. 

According to them, our 
criminal justice system should 
concentrate on rehabilitation and 
crime prevention as opposed to 
incarceration, which doesn’t 
really punish, at least in an 
effective manner. They 
explained that prisoners are sent 
to the institution and placed 
wherever there is space, and that 
a first offender often finds 


criminal, an ideal tutor in the 
ways and means of theft, 
swindle, and other methods of 
survival in prison. 


Ms. Spencer explained that. 


prisoners are given only certain 
amounts of such things as soap, 
paper products, linen, etc., and in 
order to obtain more of these 
items when his supply has run 
out, he must know and be able to 
use the right people and their 
advantages. “They sent me to 
prison for stealing’, she said, 
“but when I got there, since I 
couldn’t always. buy what I 
wanted, I had to do the same 
things to get what I wanted. 
Things that would have gotten 
me arrested on the outside.”’ 
Jackson described the prison 
system as a “very profitable 
business.”” He explained that 
each prison is like an industry, 
The inmates are required to work 
in prison factories which produce

Mrs. Smith spoke at length of 
her neighborhood action plan. To 
quote from a position statement 
issued by Mrs. Smith on this 
plan: “The program reflects my 
belief that government should be 
an instrument for doing things 
that individual citizens cannot do 
by themselves...Two things are 
fundamental to the effectiveness 


of this program. First, a- 


vigorous, optimistic mayor who 
believes in neighborhoods, to 
speak for themselves and to 
make their own decisions...’”’ The 
program would be organized in a 
series of phases, commencing 
with the appointment of -a 
Neighborhood Action Council by 
the Mayor. After individual 
neighborhoods are organized and 
defined, each would be licensed 
by the state as a non-profit 
corporation. The point of the 
plan: to stem the population 
decline that Mrs. Smith believes 
will under-cut the city’s tax case, 
and to “collectively stimulate 
change that will produce a-better 
local government...’’ 


Mrs. Smith asserted the belief 
that the Isbell Street incident 
could have been prevented. She 
referred to a ‘‘neighborhood 
consciousness’? - that her 
neighborhood action plan would 
have created as a deterrant to 
such occurrences. At any rate, 
she stated that had such an 
incident occured under her 
administration, she would have 
handled it differently, calling an

ete., which are sold to other 
prisons and outside, at an 
outstanding profit. He said that 
this money does not have to be 
accounted for, and that it is not 
necessarily being returned to the 
operating costs of the prisons. 
Both Ms. Spencer and Jackson 


gave their individual 
backgrounds during the 
presentations, and Jackson 


described the origin and function 
of the Fortune Society. The 
organization was started as a 
result of public interest 
concerning a play about life in 
prison, including a rape scene. 
Public reaction was so strong 
that David Susskind asked a 
group of ex-convicts to appear on 
television for a special show in 
order to investigate and better 
understand the problems with 
which any convict might be faced 
while ‘‘paying his debt to 
society’. One member of this 
panel said that anyone in the 
audience could call a certain 
number to contact the ‘‘Fortune 
Society” for any further 
information. The response was so 
great that a group actually was 
-formed, and started operating to 
help ex-convicts find jobs and 
cope with their fears and 
problems which they found most 
defeating. It started as a small 
group of concerned people, most 
of whom had experienced the 
same problems, and now, six 
years later, is a staffed 
organization which also works 
within the system for prison 


: e 
family stone 
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reform. 

- Jackson, who is now the 
president of the organization, 
described the fears of an ex-con, 
just returning to the “‘outside 
world’’. He said that those who 
tell the truth on job applications 
by giving the details of their 
arrests, usually learned that 
employers did not want them. 
“So they lie’, he said, ‘‘and once 
they’ve lied, they worry about 
being found out by their 
employers and being fired as a 
result. They live ina whole world 
of fear. They have to hide their 
pasts from every person they 
meet, because the one person 
they tell could be the one person 
who will tell others and ruin their 
cover.” He also said that ex-cons 
_who cannot find jobs often end up 
back in the street, and 
eventually, back in prison. 

The Fortune Society tries to 
keep this from happening, by 
reaching ex-cons before they 
reach the point of returning to 
crime for survival. They work 
with these people, finding jobs, 
counseling, and helping them 
rebuild their lives. They operate 
mainly in New York City, but Ms. 
Spencer expressed the hope that 
branch offices might open in 
other cities as well.

Buffalo, N.Y.-(1.P.)-Responding 
to a survey conducted by the

The 
seniors also thought it important 
that a university promote 
involvement in extra-university 
concerns, in the surrounding 
local community as well as in the 
rest of the world. 


The sample reported that it was 
somewhat less important for a 
university to lead in initiating 
change in society. The students 
did not think that it was 
especially important for a 
university to prepare students for 
family responsibilities and 
relationships, to transmit 
society’s current values and 
institutions, or to be a sanctuary 
from the rest of society.

Binghamton now has a 
location on the sports scene with 
the introduction of the Broome 
Dusters to the area. Front office 
personnel consisting of Jim 
Matthews, president, General 
Manager Fred Muller, Manager 
Ron Orr and Coach Wayne 
Kitchingman are expressing 
much enthusiasm about the 
playing ability of the Dusters in 
pre-season action, but some 
concern over their regular 
season play (their record stands 
at 0-6 at this writing). 

The Dusters is a fast skating 
team. Although they have lost 
every game so far, they have 
proven to be talented. 

The defense consists of John 
Cowan; a hard nosed player who 
refuses to be intimidated; Terry 
Conroy, a rugged, but finesse 
player whose passing is vital to 
the Duster attack; Max Hansen, 
son of a referee in the NAHL 
from Northport, N.Y.; and Norm 
Martel, who is able to get a 
slapshot from over 50 feet out into 
the net.

Channel signed in April, being

During the summer, the 
Dusters sponsored a hockey 
school for youngsters entering 
the Southern Tier Hockey 
Association (amateur) and 
Channel was an exceptional 
instructor along with Terry 
Conroy. Scott Hudson has shown 
fine shooting and passing ability 
so far this season. Ron Romanyk 
is effective in setting up goals 
when either Hudson or Channel 
are in the slot. 

Mark Weinstein has been doing 
well as a forward for the Dusters 
by scoring and assisting. Randy 
McGregor is the likely candidate 
for ‘‘Duster Policeman”’ because 
he accumulated almost 200 
minutes worth of penalties in 
only 58 games in his Junior 
Hockey days of one year ago. 
During this season he has 
demonstra ted his muscle against 
opponents a few times and will be 
protection against roughhousing 
teams.

Although the daylight hours

to be an undeniably fervent 
element nestled ina padded room 
above the gymnasium that is 
wasting no time in preparation 
for a hopefully banner season. 
The quantity to which we refer is 
the wrestling team and their 
rather diminutive, if not 
lackluster, practice facilities, 
Coach Bill Beston expresses 
considerable optimism while 
discussing the team’s positive 
attributes in relation to those of 
the past few seasons.
